May it please your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to your Majesty this our Fifty-eighth Annual Report. 


2. Since our last Report 22 meetings of the Board have been held. We have 
made 412 orders in various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides 
providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities under our 
control. 

3. Six hundred and eighty-two funds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us from time to time, since the “ Charitable Donations and Beques'ts Act 
(Ireland), 1867,” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

5 Our Charity Accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1901, we duly audited 
by the Local Government Board Auditor, and declared correct. The Accounts 
for the year ended December 31st, 1902, have been prepared and submitted for 
audit. 

6 Among the funds for charitable purposes placed under our custody during the 
past year was a sum of £10,004 19s. 3d., invested in Debenture and Preference Kailway 
Stocks as an endowment by Mr. Edward Martyn, of Tulyra, towards the maintenance 
of a choir in the services of the Itoman Catholic Cathedral or pro-Cathedral of the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese of Dublin. The above-mentioned fund was given on 
condition that it should be supplemented by the annual sum of £300 to be contributed 
by the parish priest or administrator for the time being ot the said pro-Cathedral out 
of the funds of the parish. 

We also received a sum of £4,000, Government per cent. Consolidated Stock, the 
income of which is directed by the donor, Colonel Frederick Charles Trench Gascoigne 
to be applied to the general purposes of Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital. 

The sum of £3,113 17s. 8 d. cash was transferred to us by the Executors of the Will of 
Mrs. Julia Mannock on foot of the charitable bequests of the Testatrix, who bequeathed 
the residue of her property to the Hospice for the Dying, Harold’s Cross, Dublin, St. 
Michael’s Hospital, Kingstown, and the Little Sisters of the Poor, St. Patrick s 
House for the Aged, South Circular-road, Dublin. There being no person competent 
to give an effectual discharge at law for these bequests, the amounts available therefor 
were handed to us under sec. 12 of 34 and 35 Vic., cap. 102, and we paid them out to 
the institutions entitled to the funds. 

7. Our attention having been called to the fact that it was intended to close the 
Almshouse adjoining the Chapel of St. Patrick’s Parish, Waterford, through want of 
funds for the maintenance of the inmates, we instituted inquiries which resulted in 
making available for the charity the sum of £1,200 3£ Per Cent. Queensland Stock, the 
charitable trusts attached to which had been lost sight of for many years. 

8. During the past year we have received several applications to amend schemes 
framed by the Educational Endowments' Commissioners under the powers conferred on 
us by the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885 ; and we have in some instances 
amended them accordingly. 

9. We have been on several occasions applied to as regards publication of contingent 
and deferred Charitable Bequests and have held that the executors or administrators 
of a will, containing a deferred or contingent charitable bequest, are bound to 
publish the advertisements required by Sec. 19 of 30 and 31 Vic., cap. 54, unless exempted 
by us under Sec. 16 of 34 and 35 Vic., cap. 102. 

Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Acts, 1866 ” ; and our Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1902, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts.
